1985 HUSKER SEASON OUTLOOK 
BY POSITIONS 
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SETTERS: 


Even after losing two of the best setters in the country in Mary Buysse (3-time All Big 
Eight) and Cathy Noth (now setting for the U.S. National Team) to graduation, this will still 
be a strong position for the Huskers. Two-time Junior College All American Tisha Delaney, 
following a red-shirt season in 1984, stepped in and set during the off-season and was named 
a Rookie All American at the USVBA National Championship, where the team earned a 
fifth place finish. 

With Buysse and Noth, Nebraska used a 6-2 offense about 80 percent of the time, but 
will go to a 5-1 with Delaney. NU hopes to have the potential to go back to a 6-2 as freshman 
Lori Endicott acquires more experience. She has the physical tools to be a strong setter and 


attacker and gained valuable experience with the Mid-American Junior Olympic Development 
team this summer. 


MIDDLE BLOCKERS: 


This position is very similar to last year with Karen Dahlgren, Michelle Smith and Sharon 
Kramer providing excellent skills and plenty of experience. Dahlgren, a two-time All Big 
Eight performer, played for the U.S. World University Games Team this summer and with 
the U.S. Junior National Team in 1984. Both Smith and Kramer have shared Starting time 
over the past three seasons, and are equally strong at the net. However, last season both 


players had leg injuries that sidelined them for the second half of the schedule. Both are , 


healthy now, and the middle blocker Spot is one of the strongest positions. 

Adding depth to the lineup this fall will be a duo of freshman middle blockers, Kenda 
Kuehner and Virginia Stahr. Kuehner at 6’3” will be one of the tallest players in the midwest 
and Stahr, who was named as the Nebraska ‘*Athlete of the Year’’ by the Lincoln Journal- 
Star, should offer outstanding competition for the fourth middle blocker spot. Kenda was 
also named one of the top SO recruits in the country by Volleyball Monthly magazine. 


OUTSIDE HITTERS: 


The Huskers will be retuming three outside attackers with playing experience headed by 
Enid Schonewise, Kathi DeBoer and three-year starter Annie Adamezak’ Adamczak is the 
second leading returning hitter with better than two kills per game, while Schonewise was 
one of the outstanding performers for the North Squad at the 1985 Sports Festival and DeBoer 
played with the U.S. Junior National Team this summer in China. With NU going to a 5-1 
offensive set this fall, all three will be called on to provide NU with a Strong attack and to 
fill the void left by the graduation of All American Cathy Noth and All Big Eight outside 
hitter Julie Hermann. 

Freshmen Angie Millikin, Michelle Stratbucker and Lori Endicott are expected to push 
for playing time at the outside positions giving the Huskers outstanding depth at this spot. 
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OVERALL 


There is no question that after placing fifth nationally at the USVBA Championships 
during the off season, the highest finish for a team comprised of collegiate players, that 
Nebraska has the potential to be a national contender. Pettit feels that Nebraska’s serving, 
passing and transition are exceptional, and the outcome of the season may depend on the 


experience gained by the younger players and the improvement of the teams overall ball- 
handling. 


1985 OPPONENTS: 


This year’s Huskers will be facing one of the toughest and strongest schedules ever, 
particularly the opponents that will be coming into Lincoln. Nebraska will host two invita- 
tionals this fall which will include national powers Oregon, Brigham Young and Arizona in 
the NU Power Classic (Sept. 27-28) and Southwest Missouri State, Oklahoma and Hawaii 
at the NU Invitational (Oct. 5-6). Oregon, BYU and Arizona are traditionally top ten powers, 
SW Missouri and Oklahoma are top twenty calibre, while Hawaii is a former NCAA Champion 
and last season was the first time the Wahine’s weren’t either first or second in the country 
in several years. 

On the road Nebraska will be facing the NCAA runners-up Stanford and NCAA Finalist 
San Jose State, as well as top twenty and NCAA tournament participants Colorado State and 
Wyoming. <

BIG EIGHT CHAMPIONSHIP TOURNAMENT: 


For the first time, the Big Eight Conference Championship Tournament will be conducted 
at a neutral site (Kansas City), and Coach Pettit, who is in favor of the move commented, 
“Other than 1980, when the tournament was in Lincoln, no other host school has made the 
finals, which has hurt the attendance. I like the opportunity to play in front of a larger crowd.”’ 


The Tournament will be field Friday thru Saturday, Nov. 22-24 at Penn Valley Community 
College in Kansas City. %

TERRY PETTIT

This fall, Terry Pettit will be entering his 
ninth season as the Nebraska Head Volleyball 
Coach with an eight year NU record of 266- 
80 and eight consecutive Big Eight Confer- 
ence Championships. 

Ove the past two seasons, Pettit’s teams 
have each posted 29-4 records, raising his 
total career coaching mark to 313-97 for a 
.763 winning mark, while guiding Nebraska 
to its ninth consecutive Big Eight Champi- 
onship. : 

Last season’s Huskers made their third 
straight NCAA Championship appearance, 
sweeping Pittsburgh in Lincoln and advanc- 
ing to the Mideast Regional Championships 
for the second time in those three years. NU defeated Western Michi 
the University of Pacific, the Regional Champs. NU finished the seas 
nation, placing them in the top twenty for the sey 
consecutive top ten ranking. 


_ Over the last three seasons, NU has piled up 34 consecutive Big Eight wins, with the 
last loss to a conference rival coming at Missouri during the 1982 season. Ov 
of volleyball at NU, the Huskers are 120-3 against Big Eight teams and ha 
match during the league tournament (36-0). 

Pettit is a graduate of Manchester College in Indiana (1968) and received his M.F.A.

Adamezak begins her third season as an NU starter and is an ex- 
ceptionally aggressive player on both offense and defense, holds 
the NU record of 21 digs in a four-game match against Tennessee 
and shares the record of five service aces in a single match with 
several other former Huskers. Averaged nearly two kills per game 
last season, as well as one block and over two digs. She was named 
the Big Eight “‘Player of the Week’? last fall when she recorded a 
career high 16 kills vs. Purdue and hit .484.

1984 VOLLEYBALL SEASON HIGHLIGHTS: 


Nebraska opened the 1984 volleyball campaign by winning the first twelve matches, 
including championships in both the Husker Classic and Nebraska Invitational. Following 
wins over Iowa and Wichita State, NU defeated Louisiana State, U.S. International and 
Northwestern for the Nebraska Classic title and Colorado State, SW Missouri and Sherbrooke 
(Canada) for the NU Invite crown. 

The Huskers opened the Big Eight schedule with a win at Kansas State before entering 
the Tennessee Classic where they suffered the first defeat of the season to Texas but returned 
to earn victories over Pitt and host Tennessee for a second place finish. Back to the midwest 
and league competition, Nebraska ran its record to 19-1 with wins over Iowa State, Missouri, 
Purdue, Kansas and Oklahoma before traveling to the west coast for the UC-Santa Barbara 
Invitational. NU won two of the four matches, playing without the services of starters Sharon 
Kramer and Michelle Smith who had been lost to injuries, defeating Pepperdine and Loyola 
Marymount, but losing to UCSB and Cal Poly-SLO. 

Returning to the conference schedule, NU completed its second undefeated regular season 
with a 10-0 record and the number one seed in the post-season tournament. The Huskers 
needed just a little over two hours to win Big Eight title number nine, with three-game 
sweeps over Oklahgma and Missouri and gain the automatic NCAA tournament berth. Before 
entering the NCAA tournament, NU hosted Ohio State in a regular season finale and swept 
the Buckeyes to bring the regular season record to 27-3. 

For the third consecutive year, Nebraska was in the NCAA Championship Tournament 
and for the second time, hosted a first round match. In a match that took nearly an hour and 
a half, NU posted a three-game sweep over the Pitt Lady Panthers by scores of 15-6, 15-10 
and 18-16 and headed to the Mideast Regionals. 

In the semi-finals of the regionals, NU faced Western Michigan, the team that ended the 
Huskers season one year ago, but this time NU ended the Broncos seson with a 3-1 win, 
sending NU to the regional finals, to face University of the Pacific. NU saw its dream of a 
_ final four appearance vanish as Pacific handed the Huskers a season ending 3-1 defeat, leaving 

“NU with a final record of 29-4. 

As a team, the Huskers established six new match and four season records, while nine 
match and five season individual marks were set and four individual match records were 
tied. Heading the list of records were the .307 hitting percentage which ranked second in 
the nation, 6.24 blocks per game ranked sixth and.J4.65 kills per game which finished 15th 
in the nation. The other NU season record was 133’solo blocks. The team match records set 
were: 60 kills in a three-game match with Purdue; 126 attacks vs. Northwestem (3-games): 
200 attacks vs. Pepperdine (5); -608 hitting percentage vs. Wichita State (54/6/79); 26 blocking 
assists vs. Northwestern and Missouri (3); and 39 blocking assists vs. US International (4). 

The individual season mark set last year included two-time All American Cathy Noth's 
420 kills for a 3.75 per garfie average and her .398 hitting mark, ranked seventh in the nation. 
Karen Dahlgren set marks with 46 stlo and 115 blocking assists for a 1.85 average, sixth 
best in the country. The other individual record established was Mary Buysse’s 69 service 
aces. 

The match records set last season were: 17 kills by Julie Hermann (3-games): 25 kills 
by Cathy Noth (5); Hermann’s 45 attacks (3-games); and Noth’s 43 and 61 attacks (4 and 5 
game matches); Dahlgren’s five solo and six solo blocks (3 and 4): and her 10, 12 and 10 
blocking assists in 3, 4 and 5-game matches. Annie Adamczak and Buysse each recorded 
five service aces in matches tying NU records for three and four game matches.

ACADEMIC SERVICES 


You are a very important person to us, so you will have two academic advisors. One will 
be your athletic academic advisor and the other will be assigned to you from the department 
of your major. Both will work with you in attaining your academic goals. 

Athletic Orientation: Your first few weeks at college will be very important to you and 
important to us! So that you become acquainted with the campus, the university community 
and the athletic department as quickly as possible, you will attend a three day New Student- 
Athlete Orientation the weekend before fall classes begin. Jann Steel and her tutoring staff 
will assist you in learning where your classes will be held, registration procedures for classes, 
and our athletic department procedures. You will also learn the most efficient and effective 
study methods during the Study Skills Seminar. Orientation will help you become acquainted 
with your ‘‘home-away-from-home’’, Nebraska! 

Athletic Tutoring Program: We hope you will never need it, but it’s nice to know it’s 
there! Jarin Steel and her tutoring staff are available to assist any student-athlete in any 
academic problem that should arise. All tutors are trained in study skills, time management 
and priority setting. 

Study Sessions: College is fun! But your studies must be taken care of first. Freshman 
student-athletes attend the athletic study sessions for the first semester. Our academic coun- 
selor, Jann Steel, supervises these sessions. Tutors may also meet with you during this time. 

Scheduling: Jann Steel also will assist you in scheduling along with your departmental 
advisor. Jann will take into consideration your practice times, travel schedule, your interests, 
strengths, and weaknesses. 

Counseling: In addition to academic counseling, Jann Steel will work with you in deter-

NEBRASKA CARES ABOUT YOU AS A STUDENT-ATHLETE. 
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Athletic Scholarships 


The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Department is a member institution of the 
Big Eight Conference and National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA), governed by 
both Big 8 and NCAA rules and regulations of intercollegiate athletics. 


Nebraska may award athletic scholarships in the amount of tuition, fees, room, board 
and books. The financial aid may be offered for one academic year only but may be renewed 
on or before July 1 of each year if the student-athlete maintains both academic and athletic 
eligibility while making normal progress towards a degree. 


The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Program which offers nine sports, is limited 
to 15 scholarships in basketball; six in golf; 11 in softball; ten in gymnastics, 14 in swimming/ 
diving; eight in tennis; 16 in track & field; and 12 in volleyball. 


Any student who has reached her senior year in high school may be contacted by the 
University, but a letter-of-intent, which binds the student to that institution, will not be offered 
until February 12, 1986 for volleyball and April 9, 1986 for all other sports (basketball, 
track, swimming, golf, gymnastics, softball, and tennis). Also, basketball scholarships may 
be offered the week of Nov. 13-20, 1985. 


All prospective student-athletes must meet current NCAA academic standards to be 
eligible for an athletic scholarship and intercollegiate competition. High school transcripts 
and ACT or SAT scores must be submitted to the University of Nebraska Office of Admissions, 
108 Administration Building, Lincoln, NE 68588.
